BRITISH WOMEN CROWD 
MEN IN MOST ENDUSTRIES 
(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, April 4.—The invasion 
cf industry by ‘women in_ recent 
years has been so complete that the 
new volume .of the 1921 census re- 
turns, to be issued today, shows not 
a single divisicn of industry in Eng- 
land and Wales in which only 30,= 
000 fewer women than men are con- 
nected with one or other of the 
professions. 

Altogether, 17,188,050 persons were 
employed in industry at the time o7 
pthe census, 12,112,718 men and 6,- 
065,232 women. This is an increase 
234,580 women compared with the 
Wensus of 1911.
